To the 
an aly tical chemist these atoms an d 
molecules are as livin g en tities as the 
trees an d tho hills, an d they are en 
d owed with in d ivid ual characteristics 
moro d efin ite an d moro easily recogn iz­ 
able than are the members of his own 
family .
